Fosselm an’s a ttorney held that the sale wa s 
consummated in St. Louis, while counsel for 
the road a rg ued tha t under the decision o f 
the United Sta tes Suprem e Court the road 
vr is obliged to a ccept the beer,

claimed had been treated the same as a uy 
other freig ht.

no right to have an

took orders and delivered their g oods here

A MARRIAGE LICENSE SYSTEM . 


Sena tor W a lker’s bill for marriage licenses 
docs not impose serious restraints upon lovers, 


because it requires County Clerks to issue li­ 
censes when called 
for and 
all conditions 
com plied with, without exa cting a fee. 
It is 
probable that a few covetous County Clerks 
w ill by insinuation establish the practice of 
tipping, but this could ea sily be broken up by 
a resolute combination of marriageable men 
a ga inst it. 
The w hole object of tire bill is 
praiseworthy, which it w ould not be if it had 
in view the exaction of revenues for the slate 
from yearning and hence generous hearts. 
T he la w, if the bill becom es such, w ill not 
go into effect until the 1st o f Septem ber next. 
T his is a most important provision, and a 
thorough understanding thereof w ill make 
the pursuit of courtship and matrimony 
one 
o f 
the 
most 
a ctive 
lines 
o f 
business 
duriug 
the 
summer, 
and probably till the m ountain hotels and the 
sum m er resorts to overflow ing with young 
people. 
It may indeed be necessary at the 
largest centres of pleasure seekers to cstab* 
lisli marriage halls on the plan of the Salt 
Lake City endowm ent house, with a suffi- 
eient equipment of clergym en to keep the 
pla ces open and ready for business at all hours. 
For mild as the measure is, there are thou­ 
sands w ho would prefer to avoid its eondi. 
tion.s, w hich can l>e done at a ny time within 
the next five months and a ha lf. 
T his is a 
sufficient time to initiate courtship, conduct it 
with ¡ill due delicacy and propriety, and bring 
it to a happy and permanent conclusion. 
Rut after the 1st of Septem ber every a ppli­ 
ca nt for marriage must have a license is­ 
sued 
over the signature 
of 
the County 
Clerk him self. 
County Clerks ¡ire oblig­ 
ing and willing to do ¡ill in their power 
to help a long the cause o f matrim ony, but it 
can hardly be expected that tney will estab­ 
lish branch oflicts in towns distant from the 
county scat, like Turnw ood, Sundown and 
D rowned Lands, hence it will be necessary 
for applicants to present them selves in person 
at Kingston. 
The effect o f this, will be to 
concentra te the m a riia ge practice in this 
city and deprive out-of-tow n clergym en of 
their revenues. 
For the traveler after a mar­ 
riage license will probably choose a pleasant 
da y and a buggy and bring his bride along. 
W lm t more natural and proper than that they 
should, after securing the license, call upon 
the nearest pastor or the one o f their favorite 
denom ination ? 
A nd nothing more pleasant 
cat! be thought of than a bridal tour hom e­ 
ward on a summer afternoon a long the shady 
drives of Ulster county. 
The other conditions of the bill relate to 
the age o f the parties and the duty of the 
County Clerk and the officia ting clergym a n. 
Hoys under 21 and girls under 18 cannot re­ 
ceive licenses unless they bring the eonscut 
of their parents or guardians iu w riting. The 
m inister is to ascertain to the best of his a bil­ 
ity that the parties presenting them selves for 
marriage are the same as those named in the 
license. 
lie is to keep the license and re­ 
turn it to the County Clerk, v h o is to keep a 
record o f all licenses issued and returned. 
Provision is made 
for the punishm ent of 
County Clerks and m inisters w ho viola te the 
la w , and the married parties them selves may 
a lso be punished for perjury if they swear 
fa lsely in relation to tlic-ir ages or the consent 
o f their parents when the C ounty Clerk re­ 
quires them to make an affidavit in relation 
thereto. 
There is no doubt, it is said in Alba ny, that 
the A ssem bly w ill pass the bill, which has 
already passed the Sena te, and that the G ov­ 
ernor will sigu it. Mild as it is, it puts enough 
restraint upon free marriage to ca use a gen ­ 
eral scram ble of lovers to the parsonages of 
th e sta te during the sum m er m onths. 
Our 
reverend pastors m a y be congra tula ted upon 
the prospect of a rich ha rvest season just 
ahead. 


CHIVALRY PECULIARLY SOUTHERN. 


W e are sorry to read of the dea th of Capt 
W . F. Dawson, editor of the Charleston 
N ews a n d Co urier, for he was a brave man 
and a brilliant writer, 
w ho had 
made 
national reputation. 
H e wa s m oreover an 
ardent, zealous man, as his ca reer in the Con 
federa te army proved. 
A n Englishm a n by 
birth, he could hardly wa it for a vessel to 
bring him to this country when he heard o 
the outbreak of civil war, so ea ger was lie to 
fight 
for the 
Southern 
cause. 
Having 
landed a t Beaufort, N . G\, from a Confeder­ 
a te stea m ship that succeeded in running the 
blocka de, he was ¡it once appointed a master’s 
m a te. 
But after w a iting fo ra battle until his 
pa tience ga ve out, he resigned his position 
and entered the army as a private, 
lie was 
ba dly wounded at the battle o f Mechanic 
vilie, but continued lighting until he had to 
be curried from the field iu a faint from the 
loss 
of 
blood. 
H e 
reached 
the 
ra nk 
of 
Captain, 
and 
after 
the war engaged in journa lism . 
T he News 
a n d Co urier under his direction has been one 
the fairest Democratic newspapers 
in the 
South. 
His bold stand against dueling has 
done m uch to bring the pra ctice into disre­ 
pute. 
H e refused to fight a duel, though even 
his cha llenger did not dare a ccuse him of 


cow a rdice, 
and for his 
refusa l 
he was 
knighted by Pope I jCO. 
B ut he has died as the fool dieth. 
He had 
a governess or nurse in charge o f his chil­ 
dren w hom he detected in dishonorable rela­ 
tions w ith one Dr. M cD ow . 
H a ving sha d­ 
ow ed the doctor and the maid till all doubt 
o f the nature of their relations wa s removed, 
lie w ent to the doctor’s office to remonstrate 
w ith him . It was in this office that the affray 
took pla ce last evening. 
A fter it was over 
M cD ow locked the door and crossed the street 
to a grocery. 
Dawson was soon afterwards 
found 
dead in 
a 
chair 
in the 
office, 
w ith 
a 
bullet 
wound 
through 
his 
lieart. 
T he circumstances of the murder arc 
not know n, but it is supposed that Dawson 
a nd M cD ow got into a fight, a nd that the 
shootin g w a s done in self defense. 
And this 
chivulric editor’s 
life 
has 
been given 
u p and his fam ily deprived of ldssupport and 
counsel Irecause he took up the cause of a 
m isera ble girl, whose case could ha ve been 
settled prom ptly and without danger by giving 
her the “ grand bounce.” 
W ha t wonder that 
Southern chiva lry is regarded as too intense, 
too hot, for Northern adm iration ! 
M cD ow is described as a “ disreputa ble’’ 
p h ysicia n , but this fa ct did not, it appears, 
p reven t him from ea rning a com forta ble sup­ 
port in Charleston or obta ining em ploym ent 
a m on g the lea ding fa m ilies of the city. 
It is 
not u n lik ely ‘that 
a jury 
w ill recognize 


his 
right 
to 
his 
office 
and 
to 
free­ 
dom 
from 
molestation therein. 
The Coi- 
oner’s verdict upon D a w son’s death should 
be: “ K illed because he was quite too previ 
o u s.” 
He w a s too previous for a young Eng 
lishm nn when he entered the Confederate ser 
vice. 
T he Southerner, even If “ disreputa 
b le,” is genera lly handy w ith the pistol. 
Da wson a ct more than he deserved, but ex­ 
a ctly w ha t he ought to have expected. 
The 
affair has a strong Southern flavor, though 
there are no politics in it. 
Mrs. Dawson will 
probably dism iss the soiled governess w ith­ 
out cerem ony, and regret that her husband 
had not the correct sense of duty to his fa m ­ 
ily that should have prompted him to do the 


same.

A m ong the witnesses exa m ined by the A s­ 
sem bly ceiling investigation com m ittee yes­ 
terday was George M. Hill, a civil engineer 
from N ew York, who with his partner had 
exa m ined the work and made an estim ate of 
its a ctual cost. 
He found overcha rges upon 
a lm ost all o f the vouchers certified to as cor­ 
rect by Superintendent Andrews. 
Here are 
som e of the excesses over a legitim a te profit. 
Iron, $18 ,38 1!.70; carpenter work, $54,428 .- 
4o; stone, $6 ,76 8 .30; mason work, $11,8 20.- 
20; hoisting and teaming, $23,171.25; and 
under the head of “ m iscella neous,” $.5,110.- 
75. 
These figures foot 
up an overcharge 
a ltogether of $119 ,745.74. T he item of labor is 
not included lure. .Mr. Hill found that Snaith 
had charged for the labor of 39 8 men da ily 
from the beginning to the end of the work, 
whereas the largest number em ployed at any 


one tim e wa s not over 300. 
T h e overcharge 
of da ys’ laltor is 23,276 days, of the va lue of 
$03,9 35.15. 
Here is a total profit of $18 3 
08 0.8 9 on a $270,000 job. 
It cost the con 
tractors 
$8 6 ,319 .11 
including 
legitim at 
profit-', to enable them to pocket som ething 


over three tim es that sum. 
T he illegitimat 
profit a ppea ls to be about 213 per cent. 
M 
H ill’s testim ony does not m erely cotiiirm tli 
conclusion o f the com m ittee o f experts ths 
testified before.tbe Appropriations Committee 


but show s the steal to have been still more 


enorm ous. 
T he com m ittee, whose tim e w a s lim ited to 
the 14th inst., secured an extension from th 
A ssem bly yesterda y until the 1st of January 
18 9 0. 
The witnesses w ho have fled from A 
lmuv with the expectation of returning on 
the 15th will probably cha nge their plans 
Snaith took a good sum of m oney with him 
but the others are not so w ell provided for 
Architect Rowe will probably find it uecc 
sary to “ draw " on bis em ployer before the 
end of the year.

A MARRIAGE LICENSE SYSTEM. 


Senator Walker’s bill for marriage licenses 
docs not impose serious restraints upon lovers, 
because it requires County Clerks to issue li­ 
censes when called for and ull conditions 
complied with, without exacting a fee. 
It is 
probable that a few covetous County Clerks 
will by insinuation establish the practice of 
tipping, but this could easily be broken up by 
a resolute combination of marriageable men 
against it. 
The whole object of the bill 
praiseworthy, which it would not be if it had 
in view the exaction of revenues for the slate 
from yearning and hence generous hearts. 
The law, if the bill becomes such, will not 
go into effect until the 1st of September next 
This is a most important provision, and t 
thorough understanding thereof will make 
the pursuit of courtship and matrimony 
one 
of 
the 
most 
active 
lines 
of 
business 
during 
the 
summer, 
and probably till the mountain hotels and the 
summer resorts to overflowing witu young 
people. 
It may indeed be necessary at the 
largest centres of pleasure seekers to cstab 
lish marriage halls on the plan of the Salt 
Lake City endowment house, with a sufli 
cient equipment of clergymen to keep the 
places open and ready for business at all hours. 
For mild as the measure is, there are thou 
sands who would prefer to avoid its condi­ 
tions, which can l>e done at any time within 
the next tive months and a half. 
This is a 
sufficient time to initiate courtship, conduct it 
with all due delicacy and propriety, and brim 
it to a happy and permanent conclusion. 
But after the 1st of September every appli 
cant for marriage must have a license is 
sued over the signature of the County 
Clerk himself. 
County Clerks are oblig­ 
ing and willing to do all in their power 
to help along the cause of matrimony, but it 
can hardly be expected that tney will estab 
lish branch offices in towns distant from th 
county scat, like Turnwood, Sundown and 
Drowned Lands, hence it will be necessary 
for applicants to present themselves in person 
at Kingston. 
The effect of this, will be to 
concentrate the marriage practice in the 
city and deprive out-of-town clergymen of 
their revenues. 
For the traveler after a mar 
riage license will probably choose a pleasant 
day and a buggy and bring his bride along. 
What more natural and proper than that they 
should, after securing the license, call upon 
the nearest pastor or the one of their favorite 
denomination V 
And nothing more pleasant 
can be thought of than a bridal tour home­ 
ward on a summer afternoon along the shady 
drives of Ulster county. 
The other conditions of the bill relate to 
the age of the parties and the duty of the 
County Clerk and the officiating clergyman. 
Boys under 21 and girls under 13 cannot re 
ceive licenses unless they Wring the consent 
of their parents or guardians iu writing. The 
minister is to ascertain to the best of his abil 
ity that the parties presenting themselves for 
marriage are the same as those named in the 
license. 
He is to keep the license and n - 
turn it to the County Clerk, who is to keep a 
record of all licenses issued and returned. 
Provision is made for the punishment of 
County Clerks and ministers who violate the 
law, and the married parties themselves may 
also be punished for perjury if they swear 
falsely in relation to their ages or the consent 
of their parents when the County Clerk 
quires them to make an affidavit in relation 
thereto. 
There is no doubt, it is said in Albany, that 
the Assembly will pass the bill, which has 
already passed the Senate, and that the Gov 
ernor will sign it. Mild as it is, it puts enough 
restraint upon free marriage to cause a gen 
eral scramble of lovers to the parsonages of 
the state during the summer months. 
Our 
reverend pastors may be congratulated upon 
the prospect of a rich harvest season just 
ahead.

THE CEILING IN Q U IR Y. 


Among the witnesses examined by the As­ 
sembly ceiling investigation committee yes­ 
terday was George M. Hill, a civil engineer 
from New York, who with his partner had 
examined the work aud made an estimate of 
its actual cost. 
He found overcharges upon 
almost all of the vouchers certified to as cor­ 
rect by Superintendent Andrews. 
Here are 
some of the excesses over a legitimate profit. 
Iron, $18,380.70; carpenter work, $54,428.- 
45; stone, $0,708.30; mason work, $11,820.- 
20; hoisting and teaming, $23,171.25; and 
under the head of “ miscellaneous,” $5,170.- 
Tliese figures foot up au overcharge 
altogether of $119,745.74. The item of laboris 
not included hire. Mr. Hill found that Snaith 
had charged for the labor of 398 men daily 
from the beginning to the end of the work, 
whereas the largest number employed at any 
one time was not over 300. 
The overcharge 
of days’ lalior is 23,276 «lays, of the value of 
$63,935.15. 
Here is a total profit of $183, 
680.89 on a $270,000 job. 
It cost the con­ 
tractors 
$86,319.11 
including legitimate 
profits, to enable them to pocket something 
over three times that suiu. 
The illegitimate 
profit appeals to be about 213 per cent. 
Mr 
Hill’s testimony does not merely confirm the 
conclusion of the committee of experts that 
testified before.thc Appropriations Committee, 
but shows the steal to have been still more 
enormous. 
The committee, whose time was limited to 
the 14i!i inst., secured an extension from the 
Assembly yesterday until the 1st of January 
1890. 
The witnesses who have fled from A1 
lmnv with the expectation of returning on 
the 15th will probably change their plans. 
Snaith took a good sum of money with him, 
but the others arc not so well provided for.

CHIVALRY PECULIARLY SOUTHERN. 


\V c are sorry to read of Hie death of Capt. 
AV. F. Dawson, editor of the Charleston 
News and Courier, for lie was a brave man 
and a brilliant writer, who had made 
national reputation. 
He was moreover an 
ardent, zealous man, as his career in the Con­ 
federate army proved. 
Au Englishman by 
birth, lie could hardly wait for a vessel to 
bring him to this country when he heard of 
the outbreak of civil war, so eager was lie to 
fight for the 
Southern 
cause. 
Having 
landed at Beaufort, N . C., from a Confeder­ 
ate steamship that succeeded in running the 
blockade, lie was at once appointed a master’s 
mate. 
But after waiting fora battle until bis 
patience gave out, he resigned bis position 
and entered the army as a private. 
He was 
badly wounded at the battle of Mechauics- 
ville, but continued lighting until he had to 
be carried from the field iu a faint from the 
loss 
of 
blood. 
lie 
reached 
the 
rank 
of 
Captain, 
and 
after 
the war engaged in journalism. 
The News 
and Courier under his direction has licen oue 
the fairest Democratic newspapers in the 
South. 
His bold stauil against dueling has 
done much to bring the practice into disre­ 
pute. 
lie refused to fight a duel, though even 
his challenger did not dare accuse him of 
cowardice, and for his 
refusal 
he was 
knighted by Pope Ix:o. 
But lie lias died as the fool dieth. 
He liad 
a governess or nurse in charge of bis chil­ 
dren whom he detected in dishonorable rela­ 
tions with one Dr. McDow. 
Having shad­ 
owed the doctor arid the maid till all doubt 
of the nature of their relations was removed, 
he went to the doctor’s office to remonstrate 
with him. It was in this office that the affray 
took pkee last evening. 
After it was over 
McDow locked the door and crossed the street 
to a grocery. 
Dawson was soon afterwards 
found dead iu 
a 
chair in the 
office, 
with 
a 
bullet 
wound 
through 
liis 
heart. 
The circumstances of the murder arc 
not kDown, but it is supposed that Dawson 
nnd McDow got into a fight, aud that the 
shooting was done in self-defense. 
And this 
cbivalric editor’s 
life 
has 
been given 
up and his family deprived of hissupport and 
counsel because he took up the cause of a 
miserable girl, whose case could have been 
settled promptly and without dauger by giving 
her the " graud bounce.” 
What wonder that 
Southern chivalry is regarded as too intense, 
loo hot, for Northern admiration I 
McDow is described as a “ disreputable’’ 
physician, hut this fact did uot, it appears, 
prevent him from earning a comfortable sup­ 
port In Charleston or obtaining employment 
am ong the leading families of the city.

Human nature, howev er, is pretty much 
the same N orth and South, and if the folks 
here can steer clear of the squeezing process 
the future of this pretty little spot, 400 feet 
abov e the sea lev el, is assured. 
One has to 
hire a furnished house to fully realize how 
quicklv the colored man and brother has be­ 
come impressed with the fact that there is a 
boom here and that the “ Y ankees” hav e 
mouey. 
In the great pine belt that extends 
for miles and miles on ev ery side wood is cut 
in large quantities. 
Scores of Negroes make 
a business of chopping down pine trees, load­ 
ing the sticks on ram shackle v ehicles, called 
by courtesy carts, and bringing the sticks to 
town.

a nativ e, and by 
the freedmen at that, is one of the incon 
gruitles oi life in Thomasv ille. 
A PARADOX. 
The Negro in Southern Georgia is a para­ 
dox. 
One runs across and stumbles across 
them ev erywhere, and apparently their most 
sev ere critics arc the colored men from the 
North, brought here by hotel aud boarding 
house proprietors as waiters, porters, hall 
boys and in other capacities. 
The Georgia 
Negro to the manor born works for 40 cents 
a day and boards him self—for a Southerner. 
As a*rule he is as jolly as he is ignorant, and 
it can safely be said it will lake a decade be­ 
fore he can aspire to be on a par with the col­ 
ored men brought here from New-York City 
and Philadelphia. 
T he ignorance of the av 
erage colored man is simply amazing. 
The 
driv er of a carriage team, as he drov e along 
one of the many pleasaut and attractiv e roads 
here, with v ast pear orchards, a mass of flow 
ers, Cherokee roses, dogwood blossoms, wild 
azaleas and wisteria delighting the senses on 
either 
side, 
was 
asked 
if 
he 
had 
ev er seen a blizzard. 
T his was his reply; 
“ No, sah, nebber seed 
dat kind 
of 
bird.” 
Mocking birds and other feathered 
songsters were singing m errily and he sup­ 
posed tlmt a blizzard was a biped foreign to 
these parts. On the main street here a marble 
shaft tells in a quiet way that Thomas County 
men lost their liv es while wearing the Con­ 
federate gray. 
Colored men pass and repass 
it ev ery day. and yet it is a fact that not one 
in a hundred are able to tell, when asked, 
what it commemorates. 
Instances of this 
kind could be m ultiplied almost indefinitely, 
and v et an adequate idea of the density of 
the ignorance displayed could not be cou- 
v eyeii. 
One 1ms to talk with them to fully 
comprehend the great need of good schools 
and a compulsory system of education. The 
new era will make a new man of the Negro, 
and Northern capital will be a great factor in 
bringing about that consummation.

T h o m a s v il l e , Georgia, March 11.—1The 
significance of the great change which lias 
taken place in the social and industrial life of 
the South since the war is scarcely compre­ 
hended by the great mass of the people iu tlie 
North. 
A somewhat similar statement, per­ 
haps, Ls applicable to the Southern people 
themselves. The transition from an unsettled 
country to a settled one, from an undeveloped 
country to a developed one, embraces a gi­ 
gantic stride. 
And it is in Southern Geor­ 
gia, particularly in and atiout Thomasville, 
In some respects, that the new life of the 
South can be seen budding slowiy, 
but 
surely. 
T n R CITY OF TnO M A SV ILLE. 
Thomasville is a City, and the most serious 
mistake that a Northern man can make in the 
hearing of a native is to refer to “ this vil 
lage.” 
As a rule one Ls not perm itted to err 
over half a dozen times in this direction, 
every man, woman and child feeling it in­ 
cumbent on themselves, individually and col­ 
lectively, to correct you instanter. 
It is a 
City of something less than 5,000 inhabitants, 
and it is the health resort and pleasure spot 
of the South this side of Florida. 
Iu round 
numbers there are 3,0Q0 visitors here, princi­ 
pally from points N orth. East and West. 
Many of them have spent portions of the 
winter and early spring in past years in 
Florida. 
Coming down on the 
steamer 
“ City of A ugusta” from New-York City to 
Savannah aliout a fortnight ago the majority 
of the passengers were booked for Houihern 
Georgia and nine-tenths of them were new 
comers hereabout. 
Captain Katheriue said 
that travel to Georgia hud been 50 per cents, 
heavier this season than In any previous 
year, and the trainmeu at Savannah, Jesup, 
W ay-Cross and elsewhere told the same 
story, in instances claiming that the excess of 
travel was fully 60 per eeut. 
Thomasville 
has received the lion’s share of the influx, aud 
it goes without saying that it feels the effect 
of the boom. 


HAVE TH E BOARDING HOUSE FEV ER . 
It is a eharining m iniature city of hotels, 
boarding houses 
and 
private residences 
Nearly every white man “ entertains,” and 
the entire population has tlie boardiug bouse 
fever even worse than the farm ers between 
West Hurley and Stam ford and between 
Phoenicia aud H unter iu the breezy Catskill 
Mountains. 


TH E “ SQUEEZING PROCESS.” 
Human nature, however, is pretty much 
tlie same Nortii and South, and if the folks 
here can steer clear of the squeezing process 
the future of this pretty little spot, 4U0 feet 
above the seu level, is assured. 
One has to 
hire a furnished house to fully realize how 
quicklv tlie colored mau and brother has be 
come impressed with the fact that there is a 
boom here and that the “ Y ankees” have 
money. 
In the great pine belt that extends 
for miles and miles on every side wood is cut 
in large quantities. 
Scores of Negroes make 
a business of chopping down pine trees, load­ 
ing the sticks on ramshackle vehicles, called 
by courtesy carts, and bringing the sticks to 
town. 
At a rough guess half a cord of wood 
is 
a 
l»ig 
load, 
und 
it 
is 
peddled 
from 
door 
to 
door. 
Yesterday one 
of 
these 
venders 
was 
asked 
what 
he would take for his load and he said: 
“ Reckon ’fore God it’s wutli 60 cents.” 
He 
was told the price was satisfactory and was 
directed where to take the wood. 
After he 
had stored away tlie stuff he waited around 
for liia money until the mau of the house put 
in an appearance. 
He was given the price 
agreed upon and then he naively said that lie 
ought to have $1 in place of 60 cents. “ Why?” 
" W ell, yer see, Bo>s, yer’s from de No'ihv 
A long argument followed, and although 
the vender did not deny he had made 
a specific 
bargain 
to deliver the load 
for 60 cent», yet he could not be con 
vinced that he was in duty bound to go away 
happy with that sum iu liis pocket. 
Life 
here, where the majority of m ankind is never 
very much iu a hurry, is too short to haggle 
all day over a barrel or two of kindlings, and 
so the colored man wa* given 10 ceQts extra 
and advised to go in peace. 
He toak the 
money, but his face showed that lie had been 
robbed. 
It is more than likely that the next 
“ Yankee ” who bought wood had to pay for 
it. 
Negroes who peddle garden truck pur 
sue a somewhat similar business course. Just 
why a “ Yank ” should be charged from 25 
to 50 per cent, more than a native, and by 
the freedmen at that, is one of the incon­ 
gruities of life in Thomasville. 
A PARADOX. 
The Negro in Southern Georgia is a para 
dox. 
One runs across and stumbles across 
them everywhere, and apparently their most 
severe critics arc the colored men from the 
North, brought here by hotel aud boarding 
house proprietors as waiters, porters, hall 
boys and in other capacities. 
The Georgia 
Negro to the manor born works for 40 cents 
a day and boards himself—for a Southerner. 
A# a rule he is as jolly as he is ignorant, and 
it can safely be said it will take a decade be­ 
fore he can aspire to be on a par with the col 
ored men brought here from New-York City 
and Philadelphia. 
The ignorance of the av 
erage colored man is simply amazing. 
The 
driver of a carriage team, as lie drove along 
one of the many pleasaut and attractive roads 
here, with vast pear orchards, a mass of flow 
era, Cherokee roses, dogwood blossoms, wild 
azaleas and wisteria delighting the senses on 
either 
side, 
was 
asked 
if 
he 
had 
ever seen a blizzard. 
This wus his reply; 
“ No, sail, nebber seed 
dat kind 
of 
bird.” 
Mocking birds and other feathered 
songsters were singing merrily and he sup­ 
posed tlmt a blizzard was a biped foreign to 
these parts. On the main street here a marble 
shaft tells in a quiet way that Thomas County 
men lost their lives while wearing the Con­ 
federate eray. 
Colored men pass nnd repass 
it every flay, and yet it is a fact that not one 
in a hundred are able to tell, when asked, 
what it commemorates. 
Instances of this 
kiud could be multiplied almost indefinitely, 
and yet an adequate idea of the density of 
the ignorance displayed could not be con­ 
veyed. 
One Las to talk with them to fully 
comprehend the great need of good schools 
and a compulsory system of education. The 
new era will make a new man of the Negro, 
and Northern capital will be a gTeat factor in 
bringing about tliat consummation. 
THE LEADING HOTELS. 
There arc three large hotels hero, the Pincy 
Woods, the Masury and the Mitchell House. 
At the first-named applicants have been turned 
away for a week or so on account of lack of 
accommodation. 
The Masury is nearly full. 
Mauy prominent people are registered. 
“ y a n k s’ p a r a d is e . ” 
In front of the Piney Woods House there 
is a large public park, facetiously styled by 
the natives “ Yanks’ Paradise.” There are 
broad drives all through it and settees are 
scattered here and there about tlie grounds. 
Hundreds of people congregate under the 
pine trees in the foreuoon nnd again in the 
afternoon, whiling away the time listening 
to the music furnished by an orchestra, 
watching an occasional game of base ball, 
foot races, paper chases, lawn tennis and cav­ 
alcades of equestrians. 
Scores of pickanin­ 
nies wander through this magnificent park 
all dav long trying to earn an honest penny 
dancing and ’singing. 
Their efforts are a 
combination of the irrotcsque, the picturesque 
and the pathetic. 
While they dance, at times 
their movements are the very poetry of 
motion, and they keep perfect time to the fol­ 
lowing doggerel: 
Uncle Peter, Uncle Sand, 
An' de little girl drank a dram , 
You go to free school, I’ll go to college, 
When you.come back I ’ll hab all de knowledge. 
SCRAMBLING FOR PENNIES. 
They sing the above words over and over 
again, until some of the visitors throw a few 
pcnnicB on the ground. 
Then what a scram­ 
ble there i* for the coins ! A free fight is no 
name for it, for the space of a minute or so, 
*q4 tl»o weakest invariably go tfr the wail. 


But they all come up smiling, the unlucky 
ones showing not the slightest sign of resent­ 
ment toward their more fortunate fellows. 
These pickaninnies range 
to three to 
nine yeare of age and the sexes appear to be 
aliout equally divided. 
If they roacage to 
scrape together between daylight and dark 
20 cents, they consider they have had an un­ 
usually good day and they go home in tri­ 
um ph, knowing that they have earned half 
as much as their fathers have done, working 
a whole day. 


A HEALTH RESORT. 
In this fragrant pine grove and on the 
broad, handsome streets and ou the roads 
radiating 
and 
diverging 
to 
every 
point 
of 
the 
compass, 
the 
fact 
that 
Thomasville is 
primarily a health 
resort is patent at every hour of the day. 
One can see business men physically sound, 
yet with that worn out expression on their 
faces that tells that they have overtaxed them ­ 
selves in the busy whirl of “ getting th ere” 
iu N orthern cities. 
Invalids are numerous, 
and the short, dry, hacking cough tells the 
story of weak lungs and pulmouary disease. 
But the odor of the fragrant pines, tlie dry 
atmosphere, the absence of east winds,muggy 
weather aud hum idity soon brighten up the 
weary and the depressed. 


l iv in g o u t-o f-d o o r s. 
N early everybody lives out-of-doors, w alk­ 
ing, driviog, riding or lolling in the sunshine 
on piazzas. 
The air is pure and clear, and 
the walking for miles through groves of mag­ 
nolias and pines is a constant source of de­ 
light. 
It is true that once in a while there is 
a wet day, but in half au hour al ter a drench 
ing rain the roads ure perfectly dry, and one 
can walk in any direction, shod with the 
lightest kind of a shoe. 
This circumstance, 
the dry atmosphere and the even temperature 
are Thomasville’s chief charms. 
The water 
is excellent, being obtained from an artesian 
well 1,900 feet in depth. 


a h u n t e r ’s 1*Alt;iDrBE. 
Thomasville, Thomas County, is the Coun­ 
ty seat, and is a hunter’s paradise. 
Quail are 
prolific, and lie is a poor hunter indeed who 
cannot secure a full bag within 15 m inutes’ 
walk of tlie Court House here. 
Bird dogs 
can be seen at all hours of the day, and at 
limes it looks as though 
every pointer 
and 
setter 
in 
the 
States 
had 
been 
brought 
here 
to 
compete 
for 
prizes 
at 
a 
show. 
Partridges 
are 
uunicr 
ous, but the principal game is quail. 
The 
hunter is at lilierty to shoot at anything and 
everything that flies except the buzzards, the 
killing of which subjects the shooter to a 
heavy tine. 
The buzzards ure protected be­ 
cause they are the roost vigilant uf scaven­ 
gers. 
They do their work thoroughly, and 
thej appear to best advantage at a distance 


“ THE SEASON.” 
The “ season ” in Thomasville comprises 
the months of January, February, March aud 
April, and tlie toilets then seen at the princi­ 
pal hotels and at cottage gatherings will com­ 
pare favorably with those in tlie fashionable 
whirl at the United 
States 
and 
Grand 
Union 
at 
Saratoga, 
at 
tha 
leading 
resorts 
at 
Ricblield 
Springs 
and 
at the Hotel Kaaterskill. the old Catskill 
Mountain House and the Grand Hotel in the 
Catskills in July and August. 
Cottage life 
here is a great feature, many of the buildings 
being elaborately constructed, mostly in the 
Southern style Of architecture. 
There is less 
stiffness and formality than at the Northern 
resorts named. 
Nearly all the visitors ex­ 
change nods with one another and the natives 
make a point if bowing to everybody, and 
pointing out the attractions of this City. 
On 
one subject the natives are a unit—they swear 
by Thomasville. 
They believe there never 
was such a place und tliat there never will be 
its equal anywhere. 
Perhaps they overdo 
this sort of thing a trifle, but they certainly 
have much to bis proud of. The colored men 
doff their hats when spoken to ou the streets 
by visitors. 
They make such a low obeisance 
I bat their manners arc much more servile 
than courteous, but that may be the outcome 
of the old Georgian method of making the 
Ethiopian "know his place.” 


in v e s t in g in r e a l e s t a t e . 
Many New-York City, Philadelphia and 
Boston men have been buying tracts of land 
in Thomas County and the result is that 
real 
estate 
is 
steadily 
increasing in 
value. 
Heavy 
investments 
have 
been 
made in sugar and cotton plantations in 
this vicinity during th e ’ past two months. 
Various branches of m anufacturing indus­ 
tries are being established, nnd a project is 
on foot to extend the road owned by the 
Florida Railroad & Navigation Company 
from Monticello, Florida, here. 
Tlie com­ 
pany asks the citizens to subscribe $50.000. 
of yvhich amount $40,000 will be paid back 
in freight. 
The City is now being actively 
canvassed and it looks very much as though 
tlie extension will be built in time for the in­ 
flux of the season of 1890. 
At present the 
only road from Savannah here is the Savan­ 
nah. Florida A Western Railroad. 
The 
road lied is not a joy forever to travel over, 
and the business men claim that tlie com 
pany’s methods are arbitrary in the extreme. 
The proposed new route, by the way of 
Monticello, will afford a convenient and 
short cut line to Jacksonville, St. Augustine 
and oilier well known points in Florida. 
Now the sojourner iu Thomasville who is 
desirous of going to Jacksonville must needs 
journey a hundred miles or so to Way-Cross. 
BUSINESS TLACE8. 
The business places are about equally 
owned by Southerners and 
Northerners. 
Many of the stores are attractive, and tlie un­ 
usually large proportion of pharmacies at 
once attracts the 
new-comer’s 
attention. 
Druggists, however, alwavs flourish at a 
health resort and Thomasville seems to be no 
exception to the rule. 
There are two little 
daily papers, the Enterprise, published in the 
morning, and the Times iu the evening. Both 
print semi-weekly editions, and have done 
much toward making Thomasville what it is. 


d is a d v a n t a g e s e n u m e r a t e d . 
It may be asked what are the disadvantages 
here. 
They can briefly be summarized as 
follows: The poor roaii-bbd of the Savannah, 
Florida & Western Railroad. 
The desire on 
the part of many natives to make all they can 
out of Northerners, presuming that the latter 
have more money than they know what to do 
with. A tendency to put a fictitious value on 
real estate and thus drive away prospective 
settlers. 
A danger of magnifying tlie possi­ 
bilities of tlie future. 
Fast driving on the 
streets, and a possibility of forgetting that the 
average Thomasvilliafi “ lives off

Yanks in winter and sells fish in summer.”

Senator Walker’s bill for marriage licenses 
docs not impose serious restraints upon lovers, 
because it requires Comity Clerks to issue li­ 
censes when called for and all conditions 
complied with, without exacting a fee. 
It is 
probable that a few covetous County Clerks 
will by insinuation establish the practice of 
tipping, but this could easily be broken up by 
a resolute combination of marriageable mcu 
against it. 
The whole object of the bill is 
praiseworthy, which it would not bo if it had 
in view the exaction of revenues for the state 
from yearning and hence generous hearts. 
The law, if the bill become* such, will not 
go Into effect until the Isl of September next. 
This is a most important provision, and a 
thorough understanding thereof will make 
the pursuit of courtship and matrimony 
one 
of 
the 
most 
active 
lines 
of 
business 
during

summer, 
and probably till the mountain hotels and the 
summer resorts to e verflowiogf witn young 
people. 
It may iadrad be necessary at the 
largest centres of pleasure seekers to estab­ 
lish marriage balls on the plan of the Salt 
Lake City endowment house, w ith a sulli- 
rlenl equipment of clergymen to keep the 
places open mid ready for business at a1! hours. 
For mild as the measure is, there are thou­ 
sands who would prefer to avoid its cond!. 
lions, which can Is* done at any time within 
the next five months and a half. 
This is a 
sufficient time toinitiate courtship, conduct it 
with all due delicacy ami propriety, and bring 
it lo a happy and permanent conclusion. 
lint after the Ut of Seplcmlx r every appli 
cant for marriage must have a license is­ 
sued over the signature 
of 
the County 
Clerk himself. 
County Clerks are oblig 
ing and willing to do all in their power 
to help along the cause of matrimony, but it 
can hardly lie expected that tin y will estab­ 
lish branch ofllcts in towns distant from the 
county scat, like Turnwdod, Sundown and 
Drowned Lands, hence it will be necessary 
for applicants to present tin nisclvts in person 
at Kingston. 
The effect of this, will Ik; to 
concentrate the marriage practice in this 
city and deprive out of town clergymen of 
their revenues. 
For the traveler after a mar­ 
riage license will probably choose a pleasant 
day and a buggy and bring his bride along. 
What more natural and proper than that they 
should, after securing the license, coll upon 
the nearest pastor or the one of their favorite 
denomination

driven (if l ister county. 
The other conditions of tile hill relate to 
the age of Mn parties ani the duty of the 
County Clerk and the officiating clergyman, 
lloys under 21 and girls under 18 cannot n. 
(i ive licenses unless they Wring the com* tit 
of their |«iretits or guardians iu w riling. The 
minister is to ascertain to the la st of his abil­ 
ity that tin* parties presenting themselves for 
marriage are the same as those named in the 
license, 
lie is to keep the license and r<- 
turn it lo the County Clerk, who is to keep a 
record of all license* issued and returned. 
Provision is made for the punishment of 
County Clerks and ministers who violate flu* 
law, and the married parties themselves may 
also la* punished f >r perjury if they swear 
falsely iii relation lo their ages or tile consent 
of their parents when the County Clerk re­ 
quires them to make an affidavit in relation 
tiiereto.

CHIVALRY PECULIARLY SOUIHFRN. 


We are sorry t i read of the death of ('apt. 
W. F. I laws. Kl. editor of the Charleston 
A r ifs aud Courier, for he wa* a brave man 
and a brilliant writer, who had made a 
national reputation, 
fie wa* moreover an 
ardent, zealous man, us bl* career iu the Con­ 
federate army proved. 
An Englishman by 
birth, he could hardly walt for a vessel to 
bring hun to this country when he heard of 
the outbreak of civil war, so cager was he to 
fight for (lie 
Southern 
cause. 
Having 
iundisl at Hruufort, N. C., from a Confeder 
ate steamship that succeeded in running the 
blockade, he was at once appointed a master’s 
mate. 
Hut after waiting fora battle until his 
patience gave out, lie resigned bis position 
and entered the army as a private. 
Ile was 
badly wounded ut tile battle of Mechanics 
vil!e, hut c*Mi I Inned lighting until he had to 
be curried from the field iu a fain! from tile 
loss 
of 
blood. 
He 
reached 
the 
rank 
of 
Captain, 
aud 
after 
the war engaged in journalism. 
The A nes 
and Courier under Ids direction has Ism one 
the fairest Democratic newspapers iii the 
Houtli. 
His Isild stand against dueling bus 
done much to bring the practice into disre 
pull*. 
He refused lo fight a duel, though even 
his challenger did not dare accuse him of 
cowardice, and for his 
refusal 
lie was 
knighted by Pope I/CO. 
Hut he lias died as tile fool dietb. 
Ile bad 
a governess or nurse in charge of bis chil­ 
dren whom lie detected in dishonorable rela­ 
tions with one Dr, Mellow. 
Having shad­ 
owed the doctor anil the maid till all doubt 
of Hie nature of their relations was removed, 
he went lo the doctor's office to remonstrate 
with him. It was iii this office that the uiTrny 
took piswe last evening. 
After it was ovir 
MeDow locked the door and crossed the street 
to a grocery. 
Dawson was soon afterwards 
found dead in 
a 
chair in the 
office, 
with 
a 
bullet 
wound 
through 
his 
heart. 
The circumstances of the murder arc 
not known, but it is supposed that Dawson 
and M'D ow got into a fight, aud that the 
shooting was done in self defense.

Thomasville is a City, aud the most serious 
mistake that a N orthern man can make in Hie 
hearing of a native is to refer to " this vil­ 
lage.” 
As a rule one is not perm itted to err 
over half a dozen times in this direction, 
every man, woman and child feeling it in­ 
cum bent on themselves, individually and col­ 
lectively, to correct you instanter. 
It is a 
City of som ething less than 5,000 inhabitants, 
and it is the health resort and pleasure spot 
of the South this side of Florida, 
iu round 
numbers there are 3,000 visitors here, princi­ 
pally from points N orth. East mid West. 
Many of them have spent portions of the 
winter and early spring in past years iii 
Florida. 
Coming dowu on the 
steamer 
"C ity of A ugusta” from New York City lo 
Savannah aliout a fortnight ago the m ajority 
of the passenger* were hooked for Southern 
Georgia and nine-tenths of them were new 
comer* hereabout. 
Captain Katherine said 
that travel to Georgia had bccu 56 per cent* 
heavier this season than In any previous 
year, and the trainm cu at Savannah, Jesup 
W ay-Cross and elsewhere told the same 
story, in instances claim ing that the excess of 
travel was fully 60 per eeut.

It is more than likely that the next 
" Yankee ” who bought wood had to pay for 
It. 
Negroes who peddle garden truck pur 
, sue a somewhat similar badness course. Just 
why a “ Yank ” should he charged from 25 
to 50 per cent, more than a native, and by 
the freedmen at that, is one of the incon 
gruitle* of life in Tliom&Kvillc. 


A P A R A D O X . 
The Negro In Southern Georgia is a para 
dox. 
One runs across and stumbles across 
them everywhere, and apparently their most 
severe critic* arc the colored men from the 
North, brought here by hotel aud tioarding 
house proprietors us wailers, porters, hall 
boys aud in other capacities. 
The Georgi 
Negro to the manor horn w ork; for 40 cents 
a day and hoards himself—for a Southerner 
As a rule lie is as jolly as lie Is ignorant, and 
it can safely lie said it will take a decade lie 
fore lie can aspire to lie on a par with the col 
orrd men brought here from New York City 
and Philadelphia. 
The ignorance of the av 
eragc colored man is simply amazing. 
The 
driver of a carriage team, as lie drove along 
one of the many pleasant and attractive roads 
here, with vast pear orchards, a mass of flow 
ere, Cherokee roses, dogwood blossoms, wild 
azalea* aud wisteria delighting the senses on 
either 
side, 
was 
asked 
if 
lie 
had 
ever seen a blizzard. 
This was his reply 
“ No. sail. nehlier seed 
dut kind 
of i 
bird.’' 
Mocking birds nnd other feathered 
songster* were singing merrily and lie sup 
posed that a blizzard was a biped foreign to 
these parts. On the main street here a marble 
abaft tells in a quiet way that Thomas County 
tncu lost their lives while wearing the Con 
federate gruy. 
Colored men pass aud repass 
it every dav. and yet it is a faet that not one 
in a hundred are able to tell, wheu asked, 
what it commemorates. 
Instances of this 
kind could he multiplied almost indefinitely 
and yet an adequate Mea of the density of 
the ignorance displayed could not he cou 
veyed. 
O ne lins to talk with them to fully 
comprehend the great need of good schools 
and a compulsory system of education. 
The 
new era will make a new man of the Negro, 
and Northern capital will he a great factor in 
bringing about that consummation. 


T U E L E A D IN G H O T E L * . 
There are three large hotels here, the Piney 
Woods, the Masury and the Mitchell House 
At the first named applicant* have been turned 
away for a week or so on account of luck of 
accommodation. 
The Masury is nearly full. 
Many prom inent people ate registered. 


“ y a n k s’ k a r a d ih e. ” 
In front of the Piney Woods House there 
is a large public |iark, facetiously styled by 
the natives “ Yanks’ Paradise.” 
There are 
broad drives all through it and settees are 
scattered here and there about the grounds. 
Hundreds of people congregate under the 
pine trees in the forenoon and again in lite 
afternoon, whiling away the time listening 
to the music furnished by an orchestra, 
widdling an occasional game of base hall, 
flail races, paper chases, lawn tennis and cav­ 
alcades of equestrians. 
Scores of pickanin­ 
nies wander through this magnificent park 
nil dny long trying to earn an honest penny 
dancing and singing. 
Their efforts are a 
combination of the grotesque, the picturesque 
and the pathetic. 
While they dance, at times 
their movements ore the very poetry of 
motion, and they keep perfect time lo Hie fob 
lowing doggerel: 
Uncle Peter, Uncle Sand, 
An’ de little girl drank * dram. 
You go to free school, UU go to college. 
When you.co me back I’ll hah all de knowledge. 
SCRAMBLING KOR PEN MER. 
They sing the above words over and over 
again, until mme of the visitor* throw a few 
Monies on the ground. 
Then what a scram 
dc there ii for the coins I A free fight is no 
name for it, for the space of a minute or so, 
god the weakest invariably go tfr the wall. 


But they all come up smiling the unlucky 
ones showing not the slightest sign of resent­ 
ment toward I heir mom fortunate fellows. 
These pickaninnies range f 
to three to 
nine years of age and the sexes appear to be 
aliout equally divided, 
lf they m auage to 
scrape together between daylight and dark 
20 cents, they consider they have had an un­ 
usually good day and they go home Iii tri 
um ph, knowing that they have earned half 
as much as their fathers have done, working 
a whole day. 


A HEALTH B E SO R T . 
In this fragrant pine grove and on the 
broad, handsome streets and on the roads 
radiating 
and 
diverging 
to 
every 
point 
of 
the 
compass, 
the 
fact 
that 
Thomasville is 
primarily a health 
resort Is patent at every hour of the day. 
One can see business men physically sound, 
yet with that worn out expression on their 
faces that tells that they have overtaxed them 
selves in the busy whirl of “ getting th e re ” 
iii Northern cities. 
Invalids are numerous, 
and the short, dry, hacking cough tells the 
story of weak lungs and pulmonary disease. 
But the odor of the fragrant pines, the dry 
atmosphere, the absence of east winds,muggy 
weather aud hum idity soon brighten up tile 
weary and the depressed. 


L rV IN G O U T-O K DOORS. 
Nearly everybody lives out-of-doors, w alk­ 
ing, driving, riding or lolling in the sunshine 
on piazzas. 
The air i* pure and clear, nnd 
the walking for miles through groves of mag 
nolias and pines is a constant source of de­ 
light. 
It is true that once iii a while there is 
a wet day, hut in half an hour alter adrencli- 
ing rain the roads a ir perfectly dry, and one 
can walk in any direction, shod with the 
lightest kind of a shoe. 
This circumstance, 
the dry atm osphere and the even tem perature 
nre Thomasville’* chief charm*.
